I have worked and 
struggled, God knows, but I have managed 
to raise all my children respectably, make 
them good and honest, and secure situations 
for them as they arrived at a working age. 
I have done this without ever asking a penny 
from my friends. For the last few years I 
have been able to do little more. than 
keep house for them and care for 
their earnings. Of course I have advised 
them to scrimp themselves in many things 
in which they would naturally like to in- 
duige, but they have accepted my 
advice, to the end that I might have a little 
home in which to spend my declining years, 
and I became a member of a building asso- 
ciation. About April 1 my savings for years 
amounted to $250, and I decided to buy a lot 
in Englewood on which to build a home. By 
the terms of the association I was to pay 
$250 down and the remainder in monthly in- 
stallments. I wished to have my abstract of 
title examined, and a friend advised me to 
go to Gen. Beem, saying he was an honest 
man and a good lawyer, and would not 
charge me an exorbitant fee, and I did so. 
I left all my papers with him, and April 7 
gave him my $250 to pay to the association, 
and also paid his fee, taking receipts which I 
have here. 

As the Ist of May was approaching, when 
I had to pay my first installment, I went to 
Gen. Beem and asked why the $250 had not 
been paid over to the association. He told 
me he had been sick and had not had time to 
examine. the.title, but would doso in a few 
days.

James H. Weaver of Percy, Ia., writes to 
an eve paper to say that Gen. Beem was 
interested in the Weaver Mail Packet Com- 
pany, and made considerable money out of it 
to the detriment of the company, having bor- 
rowed and charged to the company $13,500, 
of which the company only got $5,000. He 
also says that money left with him to pay the 
debt of the company was used for other pur- 
poses. Mr. Weaver says he believes the 
General shot himself to avoid exposure and 
disgrace, and that he was reckless as to how 
he got money. No blame, he believes, should 
be saddled on his wife. 

A story is told by Miss Emma Haas, em- 
ployed as a seamstress by the wholesale 
clothing house of Charles P. Kellogg & Co. 
By the most rigid economy she had saved 
$400. Gen. Beem, as she says, sent to her a 
request that she visit hig office. She com- 
plied, and he gave her such glowing accounts 
of “The Totum Health Company ”—what- 
ever that may be—that she gave him her $400 
to investin stock of the concern. This was 
April 27, the day before he left for Nebraska, 
and she has no receipt and no stock certifi- 
cates. An old friend of Gen. Beem, who had 
heard the young woman’s story, said to a re- 
porter: “ If youcan listento her five min- 
utes without crying you are a stronger man 
than Iam. She is heart-broken.” 

All business-men and business firms are 
daily reporting considerable losses incurred 
through Gen. Beem in one way or another. 
For instance, it was learned yesterday that 
three or four years ago the firm of Scace & 
Bishop, dealers in lime and cement on Ful- 
ton street, near Sangamon, had given him a 
bill to collect; that he had collected about 
$350 and had never paid over a dollar, excus- 
ing his aelinquency on various grounds from 
year to year.

MR. FULLER'S WAR RECORD 


IT WAS ONE THAT CAN ENDURE THE 
CLOSEST SCRUTINY. 


His Vote on the Treasury Notes—Contend- 
ing that a Provision Should Be Made 
for the Payment in Coin of the Inter- 
est on the State Debt—What Col. Mor- 
rison Says—A Laudatory Expression 
from Judge Shepard of the Superior 
Court. 


The apparent disinclination of the Senate 
Judicial Committee do hasten proceedings on 
Melvitle W. Fuller’s confirmation as Chief 
Justice does not cause Mr. Fuller or his 
friends here any worry. They take the posi- 
uon that it is quite right and proper that the 
fitness of any nominee for the great office 
should be carefully investigated and profess 
to see nothing whatever out of the usual run 
in the way things are going. 

Mr. Fuller, it is given out, does not care to 
talk on the various criticisms made on his 
record in the peace Legislature of 1863 
and his alleged stand on the unconstitution- 
ality of the legal-tenders. This is not because 
he is ashamed of his record, but simply be- 
cause he thinks it isn’t worth while to go 
over the ground again or to put himself on 
his defense on every nonsensical thing that 
finds its way into print. His record will be 
found ail right, and therefore he has nothing 
to say in its defense. 

One of the points brought up against Mr. 
Fuller is that he was one of the two members 
of the Illinois Legislature who voted against 
receiving United States legal-tender Treas- 
ury notes for taxes. This istrue. He was 
perfectly willing to vote for the bill provided 
a provision was made in the same act for the 
payment of the interest on the State debt in 
coin. He knew well that the principal would 
be paid in coin and desired to guard in every 
way the credit of the State. After the act 
had passed the report of the State Treasurer, 
William Butler, was printed, and in it he 
recommended precisely the same thing that 
Fuller had contended for, ana as a matter of 
fact Fuller didn’t vote on the question at all, 
He was outside the House when the vote was 
taken, taking a deposition, and upon his re- 
turn a moment after the vote had been taken 
he asked to have his vote recorded in the neg- 
ative, because his pet provision about the in- 
terest was not in the bill. 

All this, however,has nothing to do with the 
war, and the question has long ago been de- 
cided,so Mr. Fuller’s friends cannot see what 
the legal-tender issue has to do with his pres- 
ent fitness for the Supreme Court. As far as 

Fuller’s war record is concerned this was 
hat a strong Republican said: He was a 
ocrat, and consistent to the principles 
of his party. He was in favor of the prose- 
tion of the war, that much is certain, and 
far from being a ‘Copperhead,’ he was an 
exception to the vast majority of the leading 
Democrats in that he would have nothing 
whatever to do with the secret. societies that 
flourished in those days and emphatically 
declined all invitations to join them. The 
talk about the Constitution scared him and 
he would have none of it. Itis equally 
certain that nis part was far from being of- 
fensive. Alltalk astohis position on the 
unconstitutionality of the war amendments 
is bosh. Some foolish things he undoubtedly 
did, viewed in the light of the present, but 
they were done with the idea of ‘keeping 
the Democratic end up.’ Fuller is a progres- 
sive man and his views on these great.ques- 
tions are as near right as those of any Dem- 
ocrat ean be. In fact, were he put shrough 
a catechism it would be found that little 
fault could be found by even. the most cap- 
tious, and it is dollars to cents that he would 
be the first to smile at the foolish moves of 
his early political days. Whatever he may 
have done or however he may have voted 
Melville W. Fuller was never a traitor, never 
worked in the dark, was never an offensive 
partisan, and has nothing in his record over 
which he was anxious to draw the veil.” 

It has been alleged that Col. Morrison in- 
dorsed Judge Craig for Chief Justice of the 
United States, thereby injuring the chances 
of Meiville W. Fuller, but im a letter written 
to a friend in this city the Illinois member of 
the Inter-State Commission says: “I see it 
stated in some of the papers that I opposed 
Fuller’s appointment and indorsed Judge 
Craig. It is ali bosh.“ 

Judge Tuthill, Leonard Swett, and other 
lawyers of equal standing think any opposi- 
tion to Mr. Fuller’s confirmation all non- 
sense; and, while finding no fault with the 
delay, which is customary, see no reason why 
he should not be confirmed at once. . 


The Chief Justice’s Mustache. 

Itis evident from an attentive study of 
Mr. Fuller’s features that their chief curve 
of beauty, their piece of resistance, and their 
point of support is his uncommonly luxuriant 
ana beautiful mustache. In bristling reds, 
in car-driver blacks, in characterless browns 
or yellows, this mustache would not be the 
thing of beauty it is. Its form is good, but it 
is the grayish white or whitish gray of its 
color which raises it above the mob of ple- 
beian and ordinary mustaches, and gives it 
character, dignity, tone. This mustache in 
any other color would not look so bandsome. 

But it is said that, in accordance with judi- 
cial precedents and customs, this mustache 
must come off. The ideaof a Chief Justice 
with mustachios is intolerable. As well 
think of John Marshall with a Charley ” or 
Roger B. Taney with a goatee! 

The question is now eagerly asked, and 
will be still more eagerly asked by those who 
are familiar with the lovely perfection of Mr. 
Fuller’s mustache: Must this fair pearl be 
melted in the vinegar of custom? Must this 
almost rfect mustache be sacrificed to 
agree with the musty traditions of the Su- 
preme Court! 

It is saia that he will decline to sacrifice 
his mustache. It is better to be handsome 
than to comply with foolish fogyisms. Mr. 
Fuller, in all the glory of his robes, but dis- 
mustached, will not look so well as he does 
with that: white glory overhanging his mouth, 
a shield and a ben tion. 

We advise him not to shave it off.—New 
York Sun. 


‘Judge Shepard’s Tribute.

He is as courageous in his convictions as he is 
able in the assertion of them, and on all govern- 
mental questions he is certain to be wise and 
prudent and to have a full regard for the tradi- 
tions and precedents of the law as laid down by 
the great court over which he has been called to

U be concluded tomorrow. Today more 
interest was shown in the trial than on any 
previous day, owing to the presence of Bern- 
hamer and Coy. The former came down 
from Michigan City last pe Wi it. He is much 
subdued. The tion of John E. 
Sullivan, the principal defendant in the pres- 
ent proceeding, was finished by Judge Clay- 
pool, who developed the fact that Sullivan is 
about as numerous _ “*bailee” as 
Perkins was ever supposed to be, 
and tnat several bonds need his immediate 
attention. Mr. Sullivan and W. 
Budd, his deputy as County Cierk and co- 
defendant, denied ever having had Inspector 
Schmidt’s returns, as related by that gentle- 
man, and claimed to have no knowledge of 
any conspiracy. 

Bernhamer repeated his téstimony as given 
at the trial last January, denying any know!l- 
edge of any conspiracy and claiming still to 
have serious doubts that any illegal erasures 
on the election returns were shown to the 
canvassing board the night of its sitting. 
When he was about to leave the stand he 
begged the attorneys not to ask him 
the question if he had deen con- 
victed of the offense charged against 
him, and was now serving out a sentence for 
it, requesting them to make proof of that 
fact by the record in the court and to spare 
him the dignity of having to answer in the 
affirmative to such a question. The request 
was granted. When Mr. Bernhamer retired 
from the stand he shook hands with a num- 
ber of friends in the court-room and two or 
three times broke into tears. He will remain 
in the city until some time next week, pend- 
ing the decision of the Supreme Court upon 
his habeas-corpus petition. 

Bernhamer was followed by Coy, who, 
after denying all the principal statements by 
witnesses for the prosecution respecting his 
connection with the conspiracy, proceeded 
to make a stump speech to the jury regard- 
ing the conductof the election and the 
events subsequent thereto.

WARDEN M’CLAUGHRY IN WASHINGTON. 


Illinois Growing Lax in the Punishment of 
Crime—The Anarchists. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 8.—[Special. ]— 
“The punishment of crime seems to run in 
Waves that swell and recede like those uf the 
ocean,“ said Warden McClaughry of the 
Joliet Penitentiary tonight. “ At times there 
is a public demand for the punishment of 
crime. that stirs up the prosecuting officers, 
which 1s soon followed by carelesness on 
the part of the public that leads to careles- 
ness among the Prosecuting Attorneys. A 
year or so ago there were 200 more corvicts 
in Joliet than there are now. ‘This was not 
because there was more crime then than 
now, but because the wave of punishment is 
just now receding in the State. From 1883 to 
1888 there were twenty-five convictions in 
Cook County under the Habitual Criminal act. 
Since the beginning of 1886 only three convic- 
tions have been nad under that act. When the 
act was being rigidly enforced the habitual 
criminals left the State, but now they are 
coming back again. One thing, however, 
which caused a part of the falling off in the 
number of convictions in Cook County was 
the time taken up with the boodler and An- 
archist cases. Nearly every one in the State’s- 
Attorney’s office was so fully engrossed in 
those cases that he had little thought of any- 
thing else. Sometimes a great crime causes 
public sentiment to be aroused, and many 
convictions follow, as was the case in Cook 
County just after the Snell murder. But in 
all parts of the State there is just now less 
Vigilance on the part of prosecuting officers 
than there was two years ago.“ 

“How do you get along with the An- 
archists? Are they difficult to control: 

“Not at all. They work cheerfully and 
well. Schwabis a hard worker and so are 
Fieiden and Neebe. The Governor was at 
the prison a short time ago and saw them. 
His talk with them was characteristic. He 
explained why he extended executive clem- 
ency to them and the difficulties that had 
been in his way. He told them he felt 
that if he allowed them to goto prison for 
life they would learn to have a better appre- 
ciation of our Government; that they would 
come to realize that when persons came to 
this country and tried to overturn our cus- 
toms and laws there was enough patriotism 
in the American people to crush them in 
spite of Hell.” 

What did the Anarchists say to that?“ 

“They listened quietly ana said they

The roads at Palatine and Schaumberg, in 
this county, must have been muddy vester- 
day, for the witnesses in the case of Stracke 
vs. Trost came before Judge Horton with a 
thick covering of mire on their boots ana with 
coats splashed up to the waist. There was no 
ill-will between the parties. Those who be- 
lieved that old man Trost was insane chatted 
amicably with those who were convinced of 
his sanity. Fredericka Stracke. the plaintiff, 
arrayed in a velvet bonnet, with a comb of 


amber in her gray hair, took the seat which 


she had vacated last Friday and smiled 
pleasantly upon the Judge. 

A strange picture of village life was pre- 
sented by the evidence. Old man Trost, half 
blind, half crazy, getting round the room 
with the aid of a chair, was depicted in the 
solitude of his farm. When his family went 
into Palatine they locked him in at home; 
and one day Mr. Schierding, the merchant 
and banker of the place, was met by an of- 
fensive smell as he entered the farm and 
found that the old man, trying to dress his 
wounded foot, had nearly burnt off his heel 
with chemicals and nad lain tor hours in 
loneliness and agony. 

Dr. Waddums, the Palatine doctor, was 
asked by Mr. Cutting, counsel for Mrs. 
Stracke, to call at tne farm and give an ex- 
pert opinion of Mr. Trost’s mental condition. 

J found him simple and cnildish,” said the 
doctor. “He began to cry, and implored me 
not to harm him. 
you been in America? Seven years,’ said 
he, and he left Germany more than thirty 
years ago. How old are you? said I. 
Forty years old,’ said he, and he was over 
70. How much is your farm worth? said I. 
‘Twelve hundred dollars an acre,’ said he, 
and it was sold for $75 an acre.” 

** What would you say of his mind?” asked 
Mr. Cutting. 

“Tshould say he had no mind at all,” re- 
plied Dr. Waddums. “He was verging on 
imbecility.” 

And on what,“ asked Mr. Kohlsaat, for 
the other side, do you base your opinion of 
his imbecility?” 

On general appearances. I used to meet 
him wandering aimlesly in the road, and tell 
him the way home. If I said ‘good morning’ 
he generally grunted. Children used to fol- 
low him in the street, crying * There goes old 
man Trost; he’s mad; he’s mad.“ 

„Did he resent your official visit?’ 

“ His sons resented it.“ 

* What did they do!“ 

“They flew intoa passion and turned me 
out of the house.” 


Mr. Henry Schierding then gave his 
reasons for considering Mr. Trost dis- 
tracted.” He is the financial guide of Pala 
tine farmers. If they cannot read or write, 
he seesto their deeds: He acts as their 
banker, dispenses their money, negotiates 
loans. He leaned back, with his arms on the 
sides of the witness-stand, like a man of 
established repute, at peace with himself and 
the world. 

Had he taken chargeof the old man’s 
money? Yes, among other financial burdens, 
he had assumed this one. Why? Simply 
because he wanted to protect old Trost, who 
was the most ignorant man he had ever met; 
yes, sir, quite the most ignorant. And his 
wife was no better. 

“ What made you think him incompetent to 
manage his own affairs?” asked Mr. Cutting. 

„1 incurred small debts as he instructed 
me—for farmmg implements, produce, and 
the details of agriculture.

Mr. Magee Tells Exactly What Action the 
Republican State Convention Took. 
CHICAGO, May 8.— [Editor of The Tribune. ]—1 
have been appealed to by an esteemed contem- 
porary to tell all I know concerning the reading 
of the platform at the recent Republican con- 
vention at Springfield.

This bill 
will be much wider in scope than the bill of 
Mr. Butterworth, because it will apply equal- 
ly to all food products, teas, coffees, sugar, 
spices, and ail other foods which are com- 
monly adulterated by manufacturers and 
dealers.

President C. B. Holmes Put on the Stand— 


More testimony was taken before Judge 
Hawes yesterday in the case of Sumner C. 
Welch, charged with jury-bribmg. When 
court opened nearly every availabie seat was 
occupied, the forum next the Judge’s desk 
being literally packed with the lawyers. 
Mr. Welch Was put again on the witness- 
stand. His duties as claim agent of the Chi- 
cago City Railway Company, his arrest on 
the charge of pocket-picking, and his gen- 
eral reputation were given a thorough over- 
hauling. Lawyer Pope tried in all manner 
of ways to bring out of the some 
damaging admission concerning his conduct 
during the Rice case, but did not succeed.

DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATES FOR GOVERNOR. 
Since the nomination of Private Fifer for 
Governor of Illinois by the Republicans last 
week the Democrats of the State have been 
casting around for a strong man to pit against 
him—not in the wild expectation that their 
strong man can be electedover the Repub- 
lican nominee, but in order to keep down the 
Republican majority in the State, and thus 
help the Democratic candidates in the close 
Congressional and Senatorial districts. 
Strange to say, the name of Carter H. Har- 
rison has not once been mentioned in this 
connection, though most of the dead and 
buried fossils have been resurrected, taken 
out and examined to see whether they could 


recalled from the Mormon country and for- 
getfulness. Several of the Democratic mum- 
mies of the Egyptian section were brought 
out, weighed, and returned to tneir shelves. 

A new line was tried when Gen. Palmer 
was suggested. Neglected by the Demo- 
cratic Administration, his party services for- 
gotten during more than three years of dis- 
tribution of the party spoils, he was thought 
of by those who had shoved him aside as a 
probable leader of a forlorn hope. But re- 
membering the fate of his old political com- 
rade in a more patriotic party, ex-Senator 
Lyman Trumbull, he has declined to be put 
to party service by spoilsmen of the faction 
into which he blundered some years ago. 
Judge Grinnell was next suggested, but he 
prefers the certainty of a comfortable seat on 
the bench to a political handicap with such a 
swift and sure-footed runner as Pri- 
vate Joe. Senator Seiter was trotted out 
for a few days by Bill Morrison, but it is 
understood ne isto be withdrawn in obe- 
dience to the dictation of the postmaster-ed- 
itor of the Democratic organ of the Spring- 
field printing-combine swindle, about whom 
he told so much truth a year ago. Seiter has 
found that it does not pay in Democratic poli- 
tics to be truthful and candid. His supposed 
strength with the German voters cannot 
make amends for the tactical blunder of 
signing what he believed to be an honest re- 
port implicating a dishonest Democratic 
officeholder in official crookedness. For the 
same reason the managing Democrats object 
to Andrew Jackson Sparks as a candidate, as 
that would be antagonizing Cleveland, who 
bounced him for telling some wholesome 
truths about the courseof a Confederate 
officer of high rank since promoted toa high- 
er position. 

Stevenson is the candidate who meets with 
most favor just now. He ban, as the work- 
ers say, use the post-offices of the State to 
further bis candidacy. That will not be con- 
trary to his own ideas or to Democratic ideas 
as to the proper use of a branch of the public 
service. He controls spoils for party service. 
He is a spoilaman. The Democratic spoils- 
men, therefore, are almost unanimously in 
favor of conferring on him such honor as a 
nomination would imply. He can have it if 
he wants it. On account of his position and 
the peculiar character of his constituency he 
is probably their strongest man and will do 
them most service in the doubtful districts. 

But Joe Fifer will not have the slightest 
difficulty in beating him under any circum- 
stances that are likely to arise. With the 
advantage to the Gubernatorial candidate 
which would come of the nomination of 
Judge Gresham for the Presidency the Re- 
publiean majority in Illinois would reach the 
figures of the old-time Grant and Garfield 
majorities. Even nandicapned as Fifer might 
be by an unwise or weak nominawon for the 
Presidency, there would hardly be a doubt of 
his election by a good majority. The Repub- 
licans of the State can regard with com- 
placency the Democratic search for a strong 
candidate. The Fifer ticket is sure to win.

imported simply come into the United States 
on their way to a common market, 
and nothing could be gained by ex- 
cluding them or placing greater obstacles 
m the way of their admission except to 
deprive Americans of the advantage of 
handling them and dealing in them while in 
transit. If, for instance, live animals of 
Mexico or Canada are excluded from the 
United States or their admission barred by 
a high tariff they will simply be sent by other 
routes, via Quebec or Vera Cruz, to their 
destination, and will lose the ad- 
vantage of handiing pping them. 
Grain from Canada may pass through the 
United States on its way to Great Britain, 
‘the common market, but if charged with a 
high tariff it will seek the St. Lawrence 
route, so that Americans will gain nothing 
from carry or forwarding; but the Cana- 
dian surplis products will, nevertheless, be 
marketed finally in Europe in fuil competi- 
tion with American grain. Potatoes may 
seem to form an exception to this 
rule, but they are imported only 
when the crop fails in this country 
and the American farmer has none to sell, 
and hence the tariff-enhanced price benefits 
him in no manner, while it injures the in- 
dustrial poor, who feel obliged to buy the im- 
ported potatoes and pay the duties besides. 
However, if any of the farmers of Hender- 


son’s district think they are protected by the 


war tariff on their wheat and pork, beef and 
butter, it is their affair. The donkey in the 
fable that had green spectacies tied over its 
eyes was persuaded that it was eating grass 
instead of sbayings. If Henderson’s Du- 
buque organ can successfully play a similar 
game upon its granger readers it simply 
shows that it is imposing on biped donkeys. 


THE CHINESE TREATY RATIFIED. 

Another and radical restriction has been 
placed upon the importation of cheap Chi- 
nese labor by the ratification of the treaty 
recently negotiated with China. After a 
preamble setting forth the prejudices which 
exist in this country against Chinese immi- 
grants and the serious disorders they have 
occasioned, the first article contains the 
pith of the agreement. It provides that for 
a period of twenty years the coming of Chi- 
nese laborers to this country shall be prohib- 
ited except under conditions which are spe- 
cified in the next two articles. 

The first of these articles provides that 
the restriction shall not apply to the return 
to this country of a Chinese laborer who has 
a wife, child, or parent here, or property to 
the amount of $1,000, or debts of like amount 
due him. In such cases the laborer, before 
leaving, must deposit with the Collector of 
Customs a detailed description of his family, 
property, or debts, and obtain from hima 
certificate allowing him to return, which 
right must be exercised within one year of 
the time he leaves this country. This excep- 
tion is a matter of ordinary right and hu- 
manity, and as the number who wouid avail 
themselves of it would be comparatively few, 
if any, it can work no injustice to American 
laboring men. It is not likely that frauds in 
the certificates will occur, as there will be so 
few of them issued that each case can be 
watched carefully. It will be an additional 
safeguard that fraud will at once invalidate 
the certificate. 

The second of these articles exempts from 
the operation of the treaty such Chinese 
subjects as are officials, teachers, students, 
merchants, and travelers, and allows them 
to come here for pleasure or to reside if they 
produce certificates from their Government 
issued by the diplomatic or consular repre- 
sentative of the United States. It alse con- 
cedes the transit right of laborers passing 
through this country to others, to be exer 
cised strictly under United States regulation. 

ese are the principal articles of the treaty, 
and in effect they absolutely prohibit Chinese 
laborers from coming here for twenty years, 
and provide for the renewal of the treaty there- 
after for a similar period unless one Govern- 
ment or the other gives notice to the con- 
trary six months before its expiration. This 
settles the matter so far as immigration from 
the parts of China under jurisdiction of the 
Government is concerned; but as much of 
that immigration comes from the Chinese 
treaty ports, where China has no jurisdic- 
tion, additional legislation will be necessary 
to prevent this, as the Chinese Government 
cannot control such immigration. 

The fourth article of the treaty agrees that 
„Chinese laborers, or Chinese of any other 
class, either permanently or temporarily in 
the United States, shall have for the protec- 
tion of their persons and property all rights 
that are given by the laws of the United 
States to citizeus of the most favored nation, 
excepting the right to become naturalized 
citizens; and further, the Government reaf- 
firms its obligation “to exert all its powers 
to secure protection to the persons and prop- 
erty of ail Chinese subjects in the United 
States.“ To give effect to these declarations 
the Government in the fifth article, while 
denying the legality of the claim for indem- 
nity for the outrages committed upon the 
Chinese in Wyoming last year, yet upon the 
score of humanity and friendship agrees to 
pay the sum of $276,619 as full indemnity for 
the losses sustained by them. This is a fair 
award, though much less than we should 
have claimed had similar outrages been per- 
petrated upon an equal number of Americans 
in any part of China. 

The treaty, as a whole, is much stronger 
than that which was negotiated in 1880, and 
will settle the question of labor immigration 
from any part of China where the Govern- 
ment has jurisdiction. It adds to thé cer- 
tainty of this that the Chinese Government 
does not favor the emigration of its subjects 
and was quite as eager as our own to have 
the matter settled. There were no diff. 
culties, therefore, standing in the way of 
Secretary Bayard, nor was any diplomatic 
ability demanded of him. There was no 
danger of his being overreached, as both 
sidea wanted the same thing. 


DAMAGE TO GRAIN CROPS. 

The people who speculate in grain are 
brought about this time every year face to 
face with a problem nearly as hard to solve 
as is the one which comes around only once 
in several centuries in the shape of a Don- 
nelly cipher, The fact ot its annual recur- 
rence makes it all the more difficult to under- 
stand the situation this year. There can be 
ho reasonable doubt that the wheat crop of 
the United States, east of the Rocky Mount- 
ains, has been damaged severely, an absence 
of moisture last autumn having left it to 
make a feeble start, which the weath- 
er of the svring months could not 
force to u vigorous growth. But it is 
said that complaints such as reach 
the ears of the trade now are heard every 
spring, and the bears point triumphantly to 
low prices on previous short crops as proof 
that there is no cause for pecuniary alarm 
now. The falling of copious rains this week 
has done much to allay the fears of many, 
though it is claimed that the moisture comes 
too late to produce a good yield on a dimin- 
ished acreage, while it certainly will not 
make wheat grow on the hundreds of square 
miles of land that was sown to it last fall, 
but has since been plowed up and planted to 
other grain. It is also said prolonged cold 


The market, however, shows no signs of 
excitement. There has been some specula- 
five buying on the theory of a short crop, 
but it is met by confident selling on the part 
of men who have made money for several 
years by operating on the pear side. This 
week the folks in the wheat pit are disposed 
to do little tiu they have seen the Govern- 
ment crop report, which they expect will be 
issued tomorrow. They want to know what 
it will have to say about the harvest pros- 
pects, and the chances are that when they 
have that information they will feel almost as 
much in the dark as they are now. If the doc- 
ument contains estimates of a big shortage in 
production it will be argued that the whole 
aspect of the case has been changed by 
the copious rainfall which has visited the 
Western States since the writing of the in- 
dividual reports from a perusal of which the 
Washington statement is made up. On the 
other hand, if the Government statistician 
thinks the documents submitted to him do 
not warrant an unfavorable estimate there 
are those who will hint that the report, is 
valueless, not being based on the actual re- 
turns, and they will point to certain figures 
about the cotton crop to prove they are justi- 
fied in the cavil. Meanwhile the farmer 
who helps to pay for the compilation stands 
little chance of being benefited by it. He 
must bear patiently his share of whatever 
loss May accrue, and with littie hope of 
realizing a part of the profit reaped by some 
fortunate speculators. 

There is one phase of the situation about 
which little doubt need exist. Itis the magni- 
tude of reserves from the crops of last year. 
These are small, both in wheat and corn— 
probably have never been less so in propor- 
tion to the number of inhabitants since the 
American farmer began to raise grain for 
export. This fact more than offsets the 
diminution in the foreign movement of 
breadstuffs in the last few months, but the 
last-named point furnishes the real reason 
why our markets have refused to advance on 
news of short crop, and sufficiently answers 
the doubts of those who cannot see 
how the value of wheat here should 
be dependent upon quotations in Liv- 
erpool. The refusal of the foreigners 
to pay higher prices for the small surplus 
which it is assumed we have yet to spare, 
and the willingness of some of m to sell 
short in this market whenever they see our 
quotations range afew cents above what is 
to them a shipping basis, explain the whole 
of this apparent conundrum. If it shall ever 
appear that we have positively no toodstuffs 
to spare for shipment abroad the selling 
value here may be dictated by purely domes- 
tic considerations. But unless that point is 
reached, as it probably never will be, any 
great deviation from the value as established 
by reference to that abroad can be only 
temporary. It will be like the inflation of 
last spring, when speculative excitement 
brought an avalanche of wheat into this city 
and finally broke the market by its own 
weight, the result being that the surplus was 
got rid of at the lowest prices ever known 
since there was a speculative market for 
wheat in Chicago. 


THE RIVER AND HARBOR GRAB. 

Under a suspension of the rules the House 
has rushed through the River and Harbor 
grab, taking $23,000,000 out of the Treasury, 
or $5,000,000 more than has ever been appro- 
priated before by the most corrupt and reck- 
less House. The grab must now go to the 
Senate, where some millions more will prob- 
ably be added, in order that the Senators 
may obtain their ‘Plums. A few samples of 
these appropriations will show how mem- 
bers want to benefit commerce. Among its 
„great natural highways” are the Louisiana 
bayous, and the bill is fullofthem. Bayou 
Plaquemine gets $100,000. An exchange 
which has been looking up the bayous finas 
that the preliminary examination of this par- 
ticular one in 1884 revealed the following: 


Beginning about 300 yards below its connec- 
tion with Mississippi, the bed of the stream 
is nearly dry and thickly strewn with cypress 
saw logs for a distance of five miles to Darden's 
Bend. From there, down four miles further, to 
the mouth of Grosse Téte, there is sufficient 
width and depth of water, but it is covered with 
extensive rafts of saw logs. The same may be 
said of the remaining two or three miles to 
Upper Grand River. Bayou Plaquemine has 
been given up entirely to the lumbermen, who 
have already stored it with a supply of logs suffi- 
cient to last them for several years; and, as this 
is the only interest to be served, there is no need of 
any improvement whatever. 

But all the same, the Plaquemine saw-log 
merchants will get their hundred thousand. 
Bayou Terrebonne is a modest ditch which 
only wants $8,000. Lieut. Crosby, who has 
investigated it, says: 

Beyond Bayou Cane the Terrebonne is prac- 
tically dry. Since its bottom lies several feet 
below the roads along its banks there is, of 
course, a little seepage water here and there, 
sometimes in holes two or three feet deep. A 
few miles above the Cane the course of the 
bayou is traced by the shallow depression of its 
former bed and the line of rushes which conceal 
whatever water may lie under them. In many 
places the bed is perfectly dry. As Thibodeaux is 
approached the bed is found to be continually 
dry, #0 Hat even the rushes cannot grow. It will 
be seen from this 822 which is that of 
its ordinary state, that the term JSayou Terre- 
bonne is traditional rather than veritable. 

Buckhannon Creek, a ditch in the interior 
of West Virginia, gets $30,000. Buckhannon 
Creek is only a little mountain stream, used 
by logmen, who want more water to float 
down their logs. And so the story goes. All 
River and Harbor steals are alike. They con- 
tain some itemsof value, but the most of 
them are clear steals, to which each member 
consents in order to have his own item ac- 
knowledged. In the last bill there were creeks, 
ditches, and goose-ponds which have not yet 
been found by the engineers who were to 
survey them. There will probably be an 
equal numberin this bil. They are neces- 
sary in order that members may get votes at 
home and show that they have been doing 
something for their deestricks.“ Com- 
merce must be encouraged even in duck- 
ponds and bayous where rushes can’t grow. 
It 1s to be hoped that the President, with his 
mania for vetoing, will not failto ohserve 
the fine opportunity this steal offers for his 


ability in that direction.

Now that Mr. Donnelly has discayered the 
cryptogram in Shakspeare and declines to give 
up the key numerous arithmetical geniuses who 
delight in that sort of thing are finding keys 
with the utmost ease, St. Louis has furnished 
one and Minneapolis another. And now comes 
Dr. Otto A. Moses and outdoes Donnelly. In a 
lecture before the Philokalia Society of New 
York he proves that after the death of Shiks- 
pearé Bacon used John Webster, the author of 
the famous Duchess of Malfi,” as his mask.

“The year before the publication of the folio 
the play of ‘The Duchess of Malfi’ was present- 
ed privately at the Biackfriars and publicly at 
the Globe Theatre, and in the following year 
(1623) it was printed in quarto.

—.— the poems of Webster with the papers of 

ucon, I found that the two had written on one 
subject—namely: the death of Henry, Prince of 
Wales., son of James L. John Webster published 
a poem called ‘A Monumental Column,’ in which 
the uuthor sings the praises of the dead Prince 
in a strain of mournful admiration and lofty 
panegyric. Among Bacon's writings is a letter 
to De Thou, the historian, entitied ‘ Memorial 
to Henry, Prince of Wales.’ This was printed 
by Birch in 1768 from ae in the Harleian 
collection. This paper contains a certain se- 
quence of fact which is reproduced in exactly 
the same order in the poem of John Webster.” 

The lecturer here read both the poem and the 
letter, and showed their analogy 
expression and tricks of ph and g 
— other proofs to bear that John Webster 
was the nom de plume of Bacon, just as that of 
Shakspeare had been, he devoted a few remarks

To make this the more re understood he 
prefaced it with a synopsis of n’s high po- 
sition, and his subsequent downfall and impris- 
onment by King James; Bacon’s hatred of Buck- 
ingham, and the parts that Lady Hatton and 
Lord Villiers played in the historic drama. Then 
Dr. Moses drew attention to the hundreds of 
pages of needless calculation which Mr. Donnel- 
ly nad found necessary to demonstrate his key to 
the cipher, and said Mr. Donnelly and others had 
been making for themselves n ess toil. . 

The great cryptogram of the plays, he said, 
— addresses to King James pleading for 
pardon, and showing that he bore no resentment 
for the treatment imposed upon him through 
the influence of the imperious upstart Bucking- 
ham.

Take the folio edition, count the 
number of italicized words on a page, count the 
same number of lines down the first column of 
the page, and there would be found the begin- 
niug of a passage intended to convey a m 
to King James. The lecturer showed how simple 
this was,and read manyof the messages to 
which this simple key pointed.

The Home-Rule Struggle to Be Ended by 
a Compromise or by the Utter Defeat 
of the Nationaliste—Joseph Chamber- 
lain’s Position—Accidental Death of a 
Well-Known American in London—

Lonvon, May 8.—Giadstone has just admit- 
ted that his home-rule scheme proved more 
disastrous to the Liberal party than he could 
have imagined. This is a great change from 
the position he assumed after the last gen- 
eral election, When he maintained that his 
defeat was slight and temporary. He now 
takes a despondent view of the 
future. All the more wonderful is it 
to see the renewed vigor and energy he has 
suddenly imparted to the contest. Opinions 
differ widely upon his policy, but for the 
man it is impossible not to feel ad- 
miration. Nght after night he will be nec- 
essarily brought into comparison with the 
Tory leader Smith, and we who look on feel 
that the giant’s strengtn cannot prevail 
against the Ministerial host, nor can he, 
with all his genius, lure back the se- 
ceders. The true conditions of the 
struggle in which he embarked with 
a light heart only two years ago are 
now fast becoming visible to him. A certain 
section of the Gladstonians are still confident 
of recovering the allegiance of the Liberal- 
Unionists; hence this project of sending 
Chamberlain to wander in sweet simplicity 
through the new forest with Harcourt and 
Morley, The mererumor of another attempt 
to capture Chamberiain has sent a thrill of 
disgust through the genuine Radicals. I have 
talked with many of them, and there are not 
two out of the whole number who do not feel 
the foundest distrust of Chamberlain and 
the deepest repugnance, : 

What about Chamberlain himself? Like 
Joe Bagstock, this Joe is sly—devilish ely. 
by making no

As for the Nation- 
alists, they are naturally and properly true 
to Gladstone.

For 
their cause he has staked everything, and up 
till now he has lost. They will not desert him 
for the sake of making peace with Cham- 
berlain. Their position was never more 
difficult than at this moment. The Pope and 
the Tories form a menacing combination. 
How far the Pope’s decree has been influ- 
enced by a desire to establish diplomatic re- 
lations with England wedo not yet know, but 
few believe that the Duke of Nor- 
folk’s recent mission to Rome, follow- 
ing upon Mgr. Persico’s visit to Ireland, 
was purely accidental. Lord Salisbury is no 
mean diplomat. The Irish clergy cannot in 
a body revoit against the Holy Father. Not 
ge will it be possible for the whole body 
of the congregation to rise and leave when a 
boycotted been makes his appearance in 
a chapel. o Archbishop will dare 
to recommend the plan of campaign. Do- 
pend upon it, there will be few Father 
McGiynns found in Ireland. At the moat 
critical period of their history the National- 
ists have to fight the Vatican as well as the 
powerful Tory Government. They never 
before had to encounter such fearful odds, 
and Parnell is failing in health and spirits. 
He sees his life’s workin imminent peril 
of being totally undone. Perhaps a compro- 
mise may still be possible. Chamberlain bas 
a plan ot not conceding a separate Parlia- 
ment for Ireland, but yielding a good deal in 
the way of local government. 

One thing and another has set the country 
against the very name of home rule. Glad- 
stone has fairly frightened people by this 
talk of home rule for dear old Scotland and 
gallant little Wales as well as for Ireland. 
A division worse than that which threat- 
ened the Northern States in 1861 looms 
= large before the vision of En- 
glishmen. Every man must have his 
own opinion. ine is that a general 
election would leave the Gladstonians in a 
worse plight than they occupy now, so deep- 
ly stirred is public feeling by the fear of see- 
ing se Parliaments spring out of the 
soil e armed men.

Sands so ill from the effect of the sudden 
shock that her physician was in constant at- 


hold it was learned Mr. Sands, who 
was ah expert horseman and a skilled 
cross-country rider, yesterday afternoon 
went for saddle exercise in Hyde Park. Mr. 
Sands was alone, and had pleasantly can- 
tered along Rotten Row, which was filled 
with equestrians, and was intending to quit 
the park at what is known as Hyde Park 
Corner, which is the main entrance. It 
would appear from the statement made to 
the family by Sir Allen Young, who saw the 
accident, that Mr. Sands reined the animal 
too abruptly. As the treacherous asphalt 
pavement at the termination of the bridle- 
path was reached the forelegs of the horse 
slipped and Mr. Sands was unseated and 
violently thrown on his head, fractur- 
ing his skull at the base. He 
breathed slightly when raised. He was 
immediately taken to St. George’s Hospital, 
close by, where he was pronounced dead, 
and probably died painlesly, His friend 
Lord Rothschild, who lived in the vicinity, 
was immediately sent for, and he charged 
himself with the details of removing the re- 
mains and breaking the news to the family. 
The funeral will occur Friday, and until 
taken to New York the remains will repose 
ain the receiving-vault at Kensal Green. Mr. 
Sands’ widow is a niece of the American 
banker, Levi P. Morton. 


The stories about the shortage of the wheat 
crop in America are raising a little storm 
“among dealers on the Mark Lane Rialto and 
Stock Exchange. W. M. Deverall of Mark 
Lané and Baltic said: “The shrinkage in 
the winter-wheat product will be neutralized 
by the increase in the spring-wheat territory. 
Some ten years ago the bulk of Wheat in the 
United States was winter wheat, but 
this has gradually changed to mak- 
ing spring wheat a leading feat- 
ure. Over here trade seems skeptical 
about the reports, knowing from experience 
that the damage done the crop as early as 
April can be rectified by fine weather from 
May to harvest time. 6 strongest feature 
is the backwardness of the season on both 
sides. This, coupled with an unusually light 
visible stock both here and over the water, 
may be sufficient to neutralize the small spec- 
ulative demand, but this is really what keeps 
the prices so steady. Here the trade is de- 
moralized. The hand-to-mouth demand for 
grain keeps the market apathetic, and I do 
not look for higher prices unless something 
unfavorable happens.“ 

Mr. Morronney of the Baltic, referring to 
the shortage, said: I think that the reports 
must be exaggerated. Of course, there is 
some coloring in the rumor, but not to tne 
extent the reports make out. It seems ab- 
surd to judge now because the season has 
been backward, and thereis heaps of time 
left, with favorable weather, to secure a de- 
cent and even harvest. Our market has 
hardened, but the material advance is owing to 
the California crop. We are dependent on 
the output of flour in America, but not on 
the output of wheat. Barring California we 
can dispense with American wheat altogeth- 
er; but if the report is true concerning the 
drouth in California and a deficit of 48.000. 
000 bushels as compared with last year, we 
may see wheat some few shillings dearer ul- 
timately. Asa rule London, however, does 
not respond willingly to American markets.

IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS, 


Investigating a Question fiReecting on the 
Soldiers’ Morals. 

Lonpon, May 8.—In the House of Commons 
today the Solicitor-General for Ireland stated 
that orders had been given to actively carry 
out the prosecution of the persons implicated 
in defrauding the New York Equitable Life- 
Insurance Company iff Belfast. No effort, he 
said, would be spared to bring the offenders 
to justice. 

Sir James Fergusson, in response to ques- 
tions as to whether the Government of India 
openly conducted a regular system of supply- 
ing native women for British regiments, re- 
ferred to a circular purporting to have been 
issued by the Commander-in-Chief to the 
general officers in command of divisions, 
directing those officers to see that the regi- 
mentai bazaars have a sufficient number of 
women, sufficiently attractive, and that they 
be provided with proper houses. The Gov- 
ernment was inquiring into the genuineness 
of the circular, but meantime disapproved 
the practice of providing the soldiers with 
native women and had ordered it to cease. 

Several members demanded the official pro- 
duction of the circular. The Government of 
India will be asked to wire it for production 
in the House. Sir James Fergusson promised 
to inform the House Monday what measures 
would be taken to stop the. practice.

But Judge 
Tuley decided that Elizabeth Bunch was an 
illegitimate child and could have no heirs but 
those of her own body. The ground of the 
decision is that, slaves being chat no 
legal marriage was possible any more than 
real estate can marry real estate. 

Tbis decision, which was made on a motion 
for a rehearing, was a surprise to both 
sides, for neither had raised itnor dreamed 
of it. The case will be appealed, however, 
and then the special point involved will be 
fully discussed, It W claimed by Mr. Fish,

THE RATTLESNAKE’S BITE. 


The Search for an Antidote So Far Re- 
warded by Only Partial Success. 
Washington Star: The statement that 30,000 
or 40,000 reptiles are kept in one room at the 
Smithsonian sends chills down the backs of 
nervous people. So many snakes, lizards, 
and toads let loose on the smooth lawn of the 
park would cause some excitement. How- 
ever, only five ef all these reptiles have any 
life in them. These five are five rattiers, 
whe are kept in a deep box with a wire top, 
and a vigorous poking and puaching with 
a stick starts the music in ‘their 
tails. When the five are sounding their 
ratties together they fill the box with nerve- 
shocking sounds. The other 89,995, or 40,000 
minus five (as the exact number may be), are 
securely corked in giass jars in alcohol and 
arranged on shelves like cans of preserves. 
The curator of reptiles, who is experiment- 
ing in search of an antidote for the poison of 
a reptile’s bite, told a Star reporter yester- 
day that it was not true that they had yet dis- 
covered anything that they knew certainly 
to be an antidote. Far from having satis- 
factorily concluded their experiments, 
they consider that they have prac- 
tically just begun. They have tried every 
alleged antidote that has been suggested 
with the least probability of success, and the 
only thing they have found that has suc- 
ceeded in any degree is fluid extract jabo- 
randi, which is made from the South Amer- 
ican plant, Piulocarpus pennatifolus. The 
active alkaloid of this is Pilocarpine. This 
has proved to be an antidote in the case of 
rabbits subjected to the rattlesnake poison. 
Were the snake poison has been injected into 
the rabbit, followed at once or within a short 
time by an injection of this drug, the animal 
has recovered. But it has been found to pos- 
sess no efficacy as an antidote in the case ot 
a chicken poisoned by the venom of the rat- 
tier. A full application of the drug has never 
et resulted in saving the chicken’s life. 
hey intend to try it on turkeys and pigs. 
The story that one of the assistants had 
been bitten by a rattler and that the 
dote “ had been applied with success the 
curator pronounces utterly false. He says 
that no one has been bitten by the reptiles; 
that as a fact they are in a 81 sh 
state it is difficult to get them to strike at 
ng.

CONGRESSMEN AIR THEIR VIEWS ON 
THE SUBJECT. 


in Support of the Mills Measure and Is 
Followed by Representative Hopkins of 
Illinois in a Lengthy Argument on the 
Other Side—The Speakers and What 
They Said. 


Wasuineton, D. C., May &—The House 
resumed consideration of the Mills Tariff 
bill today. Mr. Stockdale of Mississippi 
took the floor in continuation of his speech 
in favor of the bill. He said that the cotton 
planter had received little consideration in 
the legislation of the past. The cotton in- 
dustry was the favorit of the colored man. 
In the name of justice and humanity he ap- 
pealed for relief for the colored people. They 
should no longer be held in servitude to the 
gigantic protected industries from which 
they derived no benefit and to which they 
were under no obligation. 

Mr. Hopkins of Illinois opposed the bili.

This construction, however, was 
combated by Mr. McMillin in his speech the 
other day, but his argument did not seem to sat- 
isfy the Virginia Representative, Mr. O’Ferrall. 

The followin clipes. however, from the 
Washington Critic of April 26 indicates that an 
understanding has been reached between these 
two gentlemen who are willing to destroy the 
wool industry and jeopardize an invested capital 
of $350,000,000 by placing that farm product on 
the free list.

O'Ferrall ef Virginia that nothing of the kind is 
contemplated, und, what is more, the phraseology 
of the Tariff bill will be changed so that all 
doubts on the point of free iron and free coal will 
be removed. This will be interesting news to 
the people of Southwestern Virginia.” 

Aside from the argument that the necessities 
of the situation require that the State of Vir- 
ginia shall give its Electoral vote to the Demo- 
cratic party this fall, no argument can be u 
in favor of duty on those products that will not 
be equally effective in protecting all the vast and 
varied industries of this country—many of which 
are being jeopardized by advocating the passage 
of this bili and will be utterly destroyed if it be- 
comes a law. Icannot sympathize with those 
who denounce protection to home industries a 
species of robbery. The argument in favor of 
protection. rests upon © great principle 
of the advantage of diversifi production.

The gentleman from Missouri (Mr. Dockery) 
in his free-trade argument here the other day, 
in his attempt to estabiish what he character- 
izes as the iniquitous protective system, claimed 
that our tariff laws discriminate against the 
Great West, from which we Doth come, ana took 
the States of Massachusetts Ulinois and con- 
trasted their wealth per capita im 1860 and again 
in 1880, and drew what seem him a pleas- 
ing picture te the detriment disadvantage 
of the great State which I have the honor in part 
to represent on this floor. I had d that I 
should have the oppertunity of perusing his re- 
marks in the Record before making my answer 
to his unjust statements, but that privil 
been denied me by hijs discreetly withhol 
reporters’ notes of his address. Among his man 
claims was that the average per capita of weai 
in Illinois in 1860 was $227, and that in the twent 
years interven trom 1860 to 1880 the State 
progressed so siowly in the development of 
wealth that her per capitaof wealth was but 
$255 in 1880; while the great manufacturing State 
of Massachusetts, with a per capita of wealth of 
$631 in 1860, by the development ef her manufact- 
uring industry had increased her per capita of 
wealth in 1880 to $888—an increase per capita in 
Illinois of $28 and in Massachusetts of 87. 
These figures, as I learn, are based upon the as- 
sessed valuation of the property of these two 
States at these two different periods. His con- 
clusions are drawn from them without takin 
into consideration the fact that the assessed val- 
uation of the property in Massachusetts is ob- 
tained upon an éntirely different basis from that 
in Illino Of course, his conclusion and argu- 
ment drawn from such figures are utterly worth- 
less. The total true valuations of the property 
in Massachusetts in 1860 was 8813,27. 433. 
and her total true per capita wealth at that time 
was $662. The total true valuation of the prop- 
erty in Illinois in 1860 was $871,860,282, and her 
per capita wealth was The total true valu- 
ation of the property in Massachusetts in 1880 
was 000 and her per capita wealth 
$1,471. The total true valuation of the property 
in Illinois in 1880 was $3,210,000,000 and her aver- 
age per capita of wealth 61.043. These figures 
indicate a very different showing for the great ag- 
ricultural State of Illinois than the gentleman 
from Missouri sought to establish. 

It is a striking fact that ail of the reductions of 
taxation which have occurred since the con- 
clusion of the war, with the exception of the 
trifling ones made by the acts of March 1, 1879, 
and of May 28, 1880, aggregating a little over 
$6,000,000, were accomplished while the party 
now in the minority was in the majority and in 
contra of legislation.

EAST-BOUND TRAFFIC, 


The Railroads Get the Bulk of the Busi- 
ness—An Effort to Adjust Freight Rates 
A 20-Cent Grain Rate Advocated—A 
New Iowa Tariff to Take Effect May 10 


—lowa Passenger Rate to Be 
Cents a Mile. 


East-bound shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago to seaboard points 
and for export during the week ending last 
Saturday amounted to 32,313 tons, against 
83,797 tons for the week previous, a decrease 
of 1,484 tons. Shipments are still large. For 
the corresponding week last year only 17,517 
tons were taken out by the various roads. 
Last year rates were well maintained at the 
25-cent basis by all the roads, and although 
lake rates were higher the lake lines secured 
the bulk of the business. This year the rail- 
roads compete against the lake lines, and 
make such low rates, especially on export 
traffic, as te prevent the lake lines, in spite 
of the low rates they are making, from get- 
ting the business. It is claimed that 
grain and provisions are being shipped 
through to Liverpool at less rates than are 
in effect to New York or Boston. The de- 
moralization in rates has become so great as 
to cause much alarm among the trunk-line 
managers, anc efforts are being made to bring 
about an arrangement that will insure the 
maintenance of uniform rates. The trunk- 
line Presidents meet in New York tomorrow 
to consider the situation. The opinion is ex- 
creas that they will authorize a general re- 

uction from Chicago to the seaboard. Most 
of the roads are in favor of reducing the 
rates toa cent basis, grain. They think 
that at this rate the all-rail lines would be 
able to secure a fair proportion of the traffic 
during the summer, though they may not 
secure as much as they do with the cut rates 
now made, but their revenue will be larger.

STORY OF THE HOUSEKEEPER OF THE 
COOPERSTOWN HOTEL. 


How He Started Once to Throw a Pitcher 
of Water on Mrs. Carter—Statements 
Regarding Her and a Mr. Pierce—An 
Alleged Detective After the Witness— 
Results of Judge Smith’s Vigorous

An addition to the Carter literature was 
filed in the Superior Court yesterday.
